Civic. 

Tlio report of the scene tbat trans- 
pired in the City Council Chamberson 
■Wodnosdav night must convince 
nine-totitbs of the ratepayers that 
a radical chaugo in our Municipal "ins-- 
stitution is imperatively necessary. 
There is an old saying, "When things 
are at their worst they must mend." 
Under ordinary circumstances wo 
should deplore a disorderly scouo liko 
that of Wednesday in a public body; 
but under existing circumstances we 
cannot help feoliug glad tbat the op- 
portunity has presented itself of show- 
iug the taxpayers of Victoria how much 
the City Corporation requires an ap- 
plication of the lleforiu birch; and the 
quicker the better. No amount of 
Bpecial pleading will free the Mayor 
of tbo responsibility of the pvoccod- 
inga. His Worship is required by the 
■rules of order that govern the Council 
■wben in session to prosido over that 
tody and maintain ordur. lie is also 
required to put all motions tluit may 
be made and dulv seconded to the 
meeting. Should he bo of opinion 
tbat a motion is out of order he may 
so rule; but if an appeal from the 
ruling be taken and the Council fail to 

.' support the Chair, it then becomes his 

• duty to put the motion. Ho cannot 
Bay>as be did in the case of Councillor 
Trounce's motion respecting Wadding- 
tbn alley, "I won't put it!" The 
rules of order, custom, precedent or 

' iisagbidd not give biin the power to 
bdll^ a^d |>rowbeafc the Oouncil. If 
the OouQcii prepetrate an illegality 
,tb.9 law ^provides a- method for check- 
ing them; but if the Mayor may use 
.bid Qvrn disbreCion-iis-to what resolu- 
tions he will or will not put, the seven 

.Councillors might as weU clap on their 

i-.b'at3 and go home, leaving His Wor 
ship master of the situation. Who is 
the Mayor and what ar« his functions? 
He is the presiding otlicer of tUe C(jr- 
pora ion. He cannot make bylaws; 
but bis duty is to see that all bylaws 
are enforced after they have been 
made by the Council. The Act gives 
him the casting vote at meetings; but 
it nowhere endows him with the auto- 
cratic powers he a.s^unied on Wed- 
nesday. Neither is he justided in tuk 
ing part in a debate, or in keeping up 

,"B JTUoninK fire of ititerruptions while a 
dounciUor is speaitiug to a question. 
Placed in the Chair to see that others 
preserve order he seems to have been 
tlie tirst to create ili-^ord^r. As a tlv 
blisier laxso un irritation on the 
bod^-pbj'sioai, the AJuyor seems to 
tal^e an especial delight in so acting 
as to be a coustiuit blister on the 
body- corporate. Justice Shallow has 
his counterpai t in ev(-ry cominunitv; 
but tew coniuiuaities are favored with 
a Mayor who is endowed with the 
qualities of a Justice iShullow and a 
Dogberry combined. Thtre is said to 
be a funny side to every traf^'cdy, and 
there was certainly a touch ul' diuUury 
if not of wit winm Councillor Trounce 
accused the Mayor of '•densiiy." Af 
ter His Worship bad retorted with the 
expletive "Big Ass," Mr. Trounce 
must have made thirsty spectators 
smack their lips as he said, "You've 
too much liquor aboard," the scene 
in this act being brought to a clo.'se by 
the Mayor telling Mr. Trounce he hail 
"too much religiou aboard, bir, under 
a cloak, sir." But the crowning 
scene — the tableau — to the whole at 
fair, in ouropinion, was tlie refrcHhing 
impudence of the Mavor when, iifter 
having himself transcended the rules 
of order, gonded the Councillor to a 
state of excitement bordering on fury, 
and aroused tiie hot indignation of the 
whole Board, lie assumed the role of 
martyr and adopting a tone of i.njur- 
od innocence styled the Councillor a 
"Bear," and rang down the curtain 
with these words: 
"Oo abeadi You oan't rule this plaice 

and Council as you try to do overvtnint,' 

•Ue." 

The Councillors gasped, fairly, with 
aatonislunont at the cunningnc'ss of 
His Worship and one and all mentally 
reRolved that if Coun. Trounce merit- 
ed the name of "Bear," the Mayor, to 
accept the Darwinian theory as cor- 
rect, must have commenced in a 
"Fox." In the matter of Waddington 
Alley Mr. Trounce bad his own way at 
last, for the Mayor, liko the fair one 
who, "whispering she would ne'er 
consent, consented," finally put the 
question and it was carried. The next 
oratorical zephyr was caused by the 
very pertinent inquiry of Councillor 
Trounce as to wliut had become of the 
correspondence respecting the appoint- 
ment of a Police Magistrate by tlio 
Government. It would seem that 
this correspondence had been "burk- 
ed" by the Mayor, and that the Council 
have not yet been olliciully notified of 
tbeappointraoutof Mr. Courtney .althouRh 
three weeks ago the Mayor, whoso 
courage, liko Bob Acres', oozed out at 
his fingers' ends, inglorioualj fled at 
the first sight of the Governor's com- 
mission appointing Mr. Courtney to 
tlie position which the Mayor had 
usurped. To suppress an oHlcial dis- 
patch addi eased to the Council is a 
serious oflence, and in other bodies 
ofliceis so ofVending have bi on ini- 
peached and removed. As we have 



tried to show in tbo first part of our 
remarks the Mayor has no power con- 
ferred on him to_."run" ihe Municipal 
"machine''vViffitiut'^tb%'^aasioe|plf Iho 
Council. ~Pe |Mouo||ura lifdlinto 
a Bylaw; he! cai^6nly^tf^st^^ 
dates of tbe'Cfoiiiicil; nbrfcaiTb^^pro- 
priato, suppross or conceal any docu- 
ment on any subject whatsoever of a 
public character addressed to him as 
Moyor of the City without render- 
ing himself liable to punishment. 

From what passed on Wednesday 
it is becoming manifest that tbo 
Mayor'ii power and influence are slip- 
ping from hi8/griuap7SiadJ4ibathis ma- 
jority of six in the Council is dwindl- 
ing to a minority of two. A suspicion 
which pervaded tbo minds of a minor- 
ity in the old Council that Civic mat 
ters require a tborougli overhauling 
has taken a pretty linn hold on the 
majority of the new CouooiL- '.. The 
Mayor may crack his whip about the 
ears of tlie members, and hoist n car- 
go of "liquor aboard"with which to 
combat tho "Gospel truths" of Coun- 
cillorTrounce; but the effective manner 
in which tho Councillors marked their 
displeasure of bis conduct by endorsi ng 
Councillor Trounce's position ought to 
convince tho Mayor that they aro not 
in a mood to be trifled with. We are 
sorry, certainly, that Mr. Trounco 
"lost his head," but even so insignifi- 
cant a creature as a mosquito has been 
known to drive a man mad.

EUEOPE. 

London, March 18. — The Prince of 
"Wales and suite arrived at Aden on 
his return from India. 

A'telegram from Naples reports that 
the long expected eruption of Mt. 
Vesuvius commonced Friday night. 
Tho lava is floating towards Pompeii. 
Largo columns of vapor liso from the 
summit and reflect tho fire beneath. 
Vast quantities of lava is throwa up. 
Tho sight is niagnificerit. ' " 

A dispatch from St. Petersburg says 
tho report that Russian troops entered 
the territory of Goroa is without founda- 
tion. 

London, March 19. — Tho commission- 
era appointed to inquire into the alleged 
electoral oorruption in Norwi.oU. report 
that corrupt practices extensively-' pro- 
vailed during th^^ parliamentary elections 
of 1871 and*1875''-'Thoy consider the evi- 
dence given before them proves that a 
hopelessly corrupt and depraved'Oleotion 
element of no incousiderable'prbportionB 
exists in Norwioii. 

Tho steamer Isabel, from Rochollo for 
Bristol, was wrecked Saturday night 
on Pendever rooks, between St. Ives and 
Landsend. Six.oorpses bave been wash- 
ed ashore. The crew were' thirty in num- 
ber. All unddubtodly perished, as no- 
thing rutnainod of the wreak on Sunday 
evening exco[)t some shatlarod ulanka. 

London, Murch '21.— Tlie Times says 
bar silver was in strong demand yestor- 
day, and iu the absence of cupplies was 
iioininally quoted at 63 Va to 55 pence per 
ounce. Tho more the circumstances un- 
der which the fall in silver has reocour- 
red aire pposiderod, the clearer does it 
seem that'it could hardly have boon more 
uqfaVbr^jjle^to tho permanent recovery. 
Apart frpiu tho diiuiuiahed dennind for 
export to the East, tho ilomouotization by 
Germany, temporary stoppage by soverol 
nations of their mints, uu<i the increusod 
production of mints, it seems to be evi- 
dent that silver-, as standard value, either 
in oombinatioTi' with gold or by itself, has 
had its day in Europe. To attempt to 
force this country into using it again as a 
legal tomier, side by sido yrith gold, is as 
impossible as to restore old uoachos iu 
place of railways. 

A telegram from Berlin states tho Qer- 
lUdu government contemplate a ppstpope- 
ment of the proposed dembhotization of 
silver, in consequonco of its depreciation 
in value, which will involve a loss to the 
treasury of several million marks. 

London, March 20. — Nearly all tho 
railways nortli of tho river Taj are more 
or less blockaded by snow. The Cale- 
donian line is covered with snow 20 feet 
deep near Aberdeen. Twelve trains are 
snowed in at one point. More than a do- 
zen trains are blocked on the Groat 
Northern lino. The telegraph lines are 
buried at several points north of Aber- 
deen. The mail from Dundee to Perth 
yesterday took fourteen hours instead of 
the usual forty minutes. The cold to-day 
is intense.

London, Marcli 19. — A Vienna dispatch 
to tho Times atinouncac that tho Pasha 
consenied to a twolvo days' ormistice, to 
render tho meeting between Baron Ro- 
dicli and the insurgent leaders possible. 

The correspondent of the Times tele- 
graphs from Risana, Dalmatia, that he 
has authontio information that Mukhter 
Pasha asked for a twelve days' armistice, 
and the insurgent chiefs have refused it. 
Tho Russian telegraphic agency repre- 
sents that the tension of relations botwoon 
the Porte aud Servia is increasing, and 
everything now depends on the result of 
negotiations progressing in Herzegovina. 

A s'peoial dispatch from Rome to tho 
TVmes, in reganl to tho ovorlhrotv of the 
Minghotti Ministry, oxplains that tho in- 
terpellation relative to tho grist tax, wa.s 
merely a pretext to impede disoussion on 
the railway purchase bill. 

EASTERN STATES. 

Nbw ToBK, March 14.— Tho National 
Paifie Asaooiatiou oommitteo has written 
an answer t j Sir Henry Halford's recent 
note, rosijuutfiilly telling tSir Henry tliat 
tho American aHsociation has iuvitod 
England, Scotland, Ireland, aud tho Do- 
minion of Canada, and that Scotland and 
tlio Doniiuion havo accepted, and tho 
American association will bo sorry if Eng- 
land stands aluuf. 

The Treasury Department will receive 
during the present week, from San Fran- 
cisco, 14 tons of silver coin, in anticipa- 
tion of the perio.l for oommeuoing tlio 
ciroulaliou of silver. This will amount 
to a half million. 

Norwich, tlonn., i\Iaroh 15. — It is now 
bolioved that fourteen persons wore burn- 
ed in the alms house on Sunday night, 
most of the old people from 60 to 70 years 
of ago. Seven bodies taken from the 
ruins to-day were burnt to a cinder and 
uurocogniz.iblc, and flvo jumpod from tbo 
the windows; two of them woio fatally in- 
injured. 

WEST INDIES. 

Havana, March 18.— Th.5 Captain-Gen- 
eral issued decrees prescribing severe 
penalties for all frauds perpetrated 
against the Treasury. It declares the 
hiding of articles nubject to taxation, tho 
piovarication of oflicials and the accept- 
ance l)y tliom of bnbi's shall bo considor- 
ed treason, and tho otreuders shall be tried 
by court martial.
